Am ericans receive their 
mail today on rural routes 
than ever before. “ Mailbox 
Im provement 
W eek" 
is

ago in rural areas and small 
communities.”

Approximately 
12,400,000 
families are served by about 
31,000 rural 
mail 
routes. 
Rural delivery service is 
now available to all qualified 
customers living a quarter- 
mile or more from first, 
second and third class post 
offices without city delivery.

Companions in 
destruction are lightning, a 
frequent killer, and flash 
floods. 
Last year in Texas there 
w ere 116 tornadoes, the 
lowest since 1966, but no 
guarantee there won’t be 
■ his many or more in 1975. 
June and October were 
leading storm months. 
Of several already this 
year, there has been con­ 
siderable 
destruction 
and 
more deaths from tornadoes 
than all of last year. Lefors 
in 
the 
P anhandle 
and 
Yancey near San Antonio 
have felt nature’s fury, and 
nearly every area of the 
sta te 
has

numberous watches.

remember the wipe out of 
Xenia, Ohio—but 1975 looks 
as grim, as the experience in 
Nebraska suggests,” Smith 
says.

victims of the worst damage. 
-Keep a battery-operated 
radio on hand for the latest 
advisories. 


-High winds cause the 
most damage by pushing in 
w alls and windows and 
tearing off roofs. 
Flying 
debris is also deadly. 
If property is damaged, 
Smith 
says 
the 
TIAA 
suggests: 
-M ake necessary tem ­ 
porary repairs, keeping a 
record of costs for the in­ 
surance adjuster and for tax 
purposes.

weaknesses. 
“ They help one another— 
and all the while they’re 
learning about how to get 
along with all kinds of 
people—which is one of life’s 
vital skills.”

thousands of outstanding 
teachers in the nation’s 
schools, Heyer is described 
as a teacher who “ relates to 
all types of students, in­ 
cluding those turned off by 
school.” 
The annual search is spon­ 
sored by the Council of Chief 
State School Officers, the 
Encyclopedia 
Britannica 
companies and the Ladies’ 
Home Journal. 
“ The really best teacher 
probably never will be the 
teacher of the year,” Heyer 
said.

is because most

“ The marks of the best 
teacher—with the emphasis 
on best—would be two. 
“ One—a teacher who puts

“ There are many, many 
teachers like that.” 
Heyer figures the nation is 
getting over the notion that 
one is a failure unless he 
goes to college.

Goop on iron 
tries patience

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I pressed a polyester dress with my 
new steam iron but forgot to press the belt. I had turned the 
iron off so proceeded to press the belt but the iron w as 
hotter than I thought. The belt m elted on the iron and it is 
ruined. I have tried sandpaper and liquid cleaners on the 
iron but this is baked on. W hat will take it off? I am 81 and 
should know better. 
Also, someone spilled a cup of tea on my best w hite 
tablecloth and I have tried all but strong bleach and the 
stain rem ains. — R.E.S. 
DEAR R.E.S. — When I did this same thing I heated the 
iron to warm to soften the goop on it (the patterned fabric 
looked as if it had been glued to the sole of the iron) un­ 
plugged the iron and then scrubbed with a dampened soap- 
filled steel wool pad. It all came off quite easily. 
The usual treatment for tea stains is to stretch the stain­ 
ed area over a bowl, secure with a rubber band and then 
pour boiling water through the stain. Of course, this is if 
the fabric is colorfast and can take boiling water. If any 
stains remain treat with a dilute of bleach (two teaspoons 
to a cup of water). Be sure to use a bleach that is safe for 
your fabric. Good luck. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY -- My P et Peeve is with billboards. I hate them 
and think they further congest already congested cities and add 
to their junky look.

This worked perfectly and I 
did not have to change needles so often — MRS L.C. 
DEAR POLLY — P lastic buckets that have developed leaks 
and will no longer hold w ater m ake great vegetable bins, toy con­ 
tainers, w astebaskets, flower planters and holders for cleaning 
supplies. — IREN E. 
DEAR POLLY — For years I have been using an old poultry 
baster to w ater terrarium s and other house plants Recently I 
cam e up with another use for it. While cleaning out the runner of 
the sliding glass shower doors I had a problem with the rinsing so 
out cam e the trusty baster. I could add just enough rinse w ater to 
allow it to drain inside the tub and did not have to worry about it 
overflowing and spilling on the floor or rug. It is also good for 
cleaning sliding glass door runners. 
The little cleaning brush that cam e with my husband's new 
electric shaver has found a new hom e in m y sewing room The lit­ 
tle round brush on one end and the sm all flat one on the other 
m ake it ideal for grabbing the lint that collects inside the 
m achine. It gets the lint by the bobbin that my m achine brush is 
too large to get. — JAN.

fo rc ed 
F reifeld into retirem en t IO 
y ears ago, she took over 
their business officially. 
“ H e’s fine now ,” she said 
of h er husband, but sh e ’s still 
running the g arage because 
she enjoys it.

Freifeld 
said 
she 
rarely h eard objections from 
custom ers, even IO years 
ago w hen wom en doing so­

M rs. Freifeld is convinced 
th a t ro u tin e a u to m a in ­ 
tenance can be done by 
anyone:
